The annual meeting of the British 
Columbia Agricultural Association was 
held at the city hall last evening, about 
one hundred members of the association 
being present.

It was stateil in answer to a (piestioii 
that it was the intention of Westminster 
to hold tho pv.bibition in tho park recently 
presented to tho city by tho Governnuint, 
and which comprises 87 acres. 

Tho vote for place was then taken, and 
rosultod in Westminster receiving 40 
votes and Vancouver Hi, a inajorily of 24 
in favor of the rormer place.

I'riiie,, 
Philip ia the eldest luollier of Friiice 
Ferdinand, of Bulgaria, and member of 
the hated Coburg family, and that the 
kaiser should bestow an especial mark of 
attention on the Oohiirg prince is con- 
sidered by knowing ones to he a token of 
a phase in the atlairs of Bulgaria. The 
fact was duly noticed by meiiihers of tlie 
liussiaii ombas.sy and information con- 
cerning it luouiptly sent lo .St. I'elers- 
bnrg. A seiiii-odicial report referring to 
the incident said that it was unlikely that 
l']inperor W'illiiuii appreciated the fact 
that Ferdinand had given a fair and quiet 
reign to I'lilgaria and believed his oecu- 
patioii of the throne tended lo^ards the 
p.'.aee of Europe and the welfare of the 
piMiple over whom ho was placed, and 
that if the k.dsol- could do so with- 
out reopening tho eastern question 
and disturbing the existing peace, he 
would use his power to keep Prince Fer- 
dinand on the Bulgarian throne. If Ihe 
young Kmiieror could elbiet this with- 
out oll'ending his northern neighbors, 
tlie dream of the aged Princess L'leiiieu- 
tine, Ferdinand's mother, would he real 
iz.ed, and Coburgers would remain umiio- 
lested in possession i>f Bulgaria with the 
patronage of Gerniauvr and tho assured 
aid of Austria. Ferdinand migh.t well 
feel secure although the Russian boar did 
ofowl, and the aick man of Turkey tnado 
faces at the intruder near his border. 
The absence of (he Ruaaiaii ambassador 
from •Emperor Williiim'.'t reception to the 
diphiiiials last night ia widely commented 
on, and many profess to find a reason for 
the aiiibasaador's action in the cordiality 
that the Kaiser has shown to Prince 
PhUip.

Tlio nppoaranco and 
oonditiun of the hnrscB and cattlu nil I 
satisfy him that the country is favorable 
for Htock-rai»ing; Ifo will hoo, too, tliul 
ftttentiou is Miig jxiid to Umt bntnoh of 



rural Industry. He will obseivo 
<iii the grounds fine specimens of 
purc-bloodod stock and he will con- 
clude that if ordinary care is bvkci) 
there is nothing to hinder British Co- 
lumbia bucoiiiiiig famous on the Pacific 
coast and beyond it for its breed of horses, 
cattle, and sheep. Before the visitor 
roaches tho poultry show he will be cer- 
tain that there is nothing to hinder the 
finest breeds of fowl of all kinda llourisli- 
iiig ill the ^climate of the province. 
The spocinioiis displayed will not disa]>- 
poiiit him. They aro all so tino of tho 
different kinds that ho will not fear if lie 
iimkus U]) his jiiind to settle in IJritisli 
Culiiinbia that he will ever h.ave occasion 
to long for the tle.sh pots or the roasts of 
.niiy oa.stern country. lie will lind too, in 
tiiu e.'vliihitiiJll, Baiiiplea of the we.altli th.at 
ahoiiuds in the sea that washes the' .shores 
of the province. These samples are, it 
must be confesaod, iiiadpquatu to give 
liim an idea of the variety of the tish to 
bo found in British Columbian waters, 
but as far as they yo they are excellent. 
Mo one needs to be told thai 
.salnioii arc to bo found in 
■4reat ahundance in liritish Cokinibia 
bays, straits and riveis, but, I he black 
cod which many tliiui< a richer and more 
delicately flavored fish, is not so well 
known. This line fish is certjiin to be- 
come ouo of the delicacies of the west. 
Whether he examines the products of tlio 
land or tho sea, the visitor tu the exhibi- 
tion cannot but be favorably impiesscd 
with British (_"oluiiil)ia us a place of resi- 
dence. And the exhibition being ehietly 
agricultural does not give him anything 
like a full view of the resouivi's and the 
eap.-diil il ies of the proviiiee. Two of its 
great sources of wedl li, its minerals and 
its tiiiilier, maybi'.said iiol to be I'epri'- 
seiiteil .-il all .at the exhibil i.ni. 'I'liere 
;ive, it is true, some specimeiis (.f ores.-nid 
a little coal on the ground, but very liltlc 
promiiieiice is given to them. The visitor, 
therefore, must be put on his gii.'ird 
against concluding that the oxlilbi- 
tioii is intended to give Iiim 
ail iidei|uate idea of all Bril 
iail Columbia's re.soiirces. From the 
specimens of the manufactures of the 
|>rovince which the visitor sees be will 
oonchide ihal tlu' pMo ince has iimlr roii- 
siilerable ]irngress in llie ii.-iefiil .arts, .-iinl 
that the man who ni:ikes il his home need 
not w.iiit any article of either comfort or 
ki.Miry of as good a <|uaiity as he can find 
in any jiart of the world. He will see that 
tu tile settler who has money, the days of 
"roughing it" are past in this jn-ovinco. 
We cannot conclude this article without 
making an allusion to one of the concoiii- 
init.aiits of the exhibition, and tli.at, too, a 
Very iiiip(Utant one, which the visitor will 
not lind ill the catalogue; and th.al is the 
delightful wi.'ather. In no ]iail of the 
W'ui-ld will he breathe iimre balmy air .-iiid 
enjoy brighter or more si imiilai nig sun- 
shine. Tlieao autiiiiin d.iys are literally 
perfect; tliere is not tho remotest sugges- 
tion uf winter in the air.

THK FOSTER MINE. 

A Mistake In Hvndini; a Cbemical I'reventvil ila 
Working. 

The following reference to the famous 
Foster ledge at Big Slide, soutli-east of 
Clinton, has been forwarded tu us by a 
competent authority. The mistake in 
sending sulphate of copper instead of stil- 
|»hiUo of iron, as the writer reiii.n ks, 
would have had the result stated. Ter- 
hiips under jiracticiil and experienced di- 
rection this property uniy yet turn out 
bullion far in excess uf the cost of oxtiiiot- 
ing it from the ore. Gur correspondent 
states: 

This locality has been visited by 
a competent chemist well versed in 

mining. He tested tlio rock fiu' 
copper, which has been reported to be 
carried in the ledge, and obstructed tin 
clorin.ators in taking out tho gold. Ho 
states the ledge does not carry copper, 
and wh.it has been mistiiken for it is mug- 
nelic iiy rites, known as pyrrliotite, wliich 
in a powdered state cart be takeri.but with 
a common magnet, and carries' a good 
deal of gold. This atatoment corresponds 
with three practical chemists of San Fran- 
cisco, who tested the rock, and their 
words were, "Itl-.oks a.s though it carried 
copper, but does not." To account for the 
copper found in tho bloaohing vats is very 
8im])le. A aolution of sulphate of iron is 
used after the clorimitiou process to de- 
posit tho gold, which it then throwa down 
as a yellowiflli precijiitate, afterwards col- 
lected and smeltetl into ingots. 

It winild apiiear tJiat a common siil- 
ph.ite of copper instead of sulphate of 
iron bad been shipped iili from San 
Kraiicisco, and the mistake was never 
discovered. When aulphato of copper is 
of inferior grade it resembles iron sul- 
|)lmte in color and crystal. Now the com- 
pany can learn why the miuo is u?iprodiie- 
live, and tlieir ^i7o,000 plant lying idle on 
tlie mount.iin side. It is also clear to ace 
that want of knowledge in following tlie 
ledge gave rise to the re|iort of no quart/',. 
In tlie middle tunnel the ledge was lirst 
struck at a width of A2 inclios. Driving 
south west ten feet, what is known as a 
" hor.se " was struck. This is a piece of 
rock that has fallen froiu above and 
split the ledge. In thia instance it was 
about , "JO feet long. 'I'he iiiineis followed 
the ipiiirt/, outside of the sidit rock tili it 
ran out. It did not iiiu parallel with ihe 
main ledge, liiil at an olituse .angle. 

This same split vein was fojlowed in 
Ihe lower tunnel also, until it gave oiil iu 
tilt- same lonsth. 

^Itcan bo seen by the veriest tyro in 
mining that the cor.lnct wall on the east 
li.id never been touched. In f.aot, Ihe 
main ledge had not been wm-ked in eillier 
of the tl rives. 

Many men have to buy their exjiorieiice, 
and to this venture it does seem a little 
loo rough that the accideiitiil introduction 
of cop[ier in tho finishing process should 
cause so important an eiiter|irise to 
languish. It is well known that where 
copper exists in iimmlity with gold, the 
gold cannot be extracted by the clilorinal- 
iiig process. 

Had the error not occurred, there is no 
douht the mill and mine would now lie at 
work, giving employment to a large num- 
ber of mull and great roiuuneratiou to t he 
shareholdors.
